Amazing Battle 
For Free Press 


Lauded In U.S. 


WASHINGTON, D.C., July 11.—Leaders in Wash- 
ington, the nation’s political capital, and leaders in New 
York, the nation’s commercial capital, familiar with the 
recent battle in America for freedom of the press, un- 
der NRA regulations, turned their eyes to Edmonton, 
Alberta, to watch the amazing fight which Charles E. 
Campbell, publisher of The Edmonton Bulletin is mak- 
ing of the free press issue. 

The Campbell fight has attracted wide-spread interest 
in Washington newspaper and political circles, and although | 
several did not care to comment because of the international 
complications, all heartily endorsed Mr. Campbell's coura- | 
geous stand and saw in his action a new deal for Canadian 
journalism. 


Nationally Known Educator Talks 
Dr. Cloyd Heck Marvin, president of George Wash- 
ington University, and nationally known educator, 
prominently recognized as a liberal and free speech ex- 
ponent was pleased to hear that the spirit of Canadian 
journalism is not dead, and that there are men like 
Campbell still pioneering in the cause of freedom. “I 
am always on the alert to watch signs of aggressive 
fights for freedom of the press,” said Dr. Marvin. “It 
is indeed heartening to know that aggressive fighting 
newspapermen are standing firm for their rights.” 

Frank Breti Noyes, president of the Washington Daily 
Star, the capital city’s oldest daily, and a veteran newspa- 
perman himself, said: “I am glad to hear that freedom of 
the press is still a live issue in Canada.” 

Duncan U. Fletcher, president of the Senate printing | 
committee pointed out that his work on the printing com- 
mittee had familiarized him with journalistic. methods | 
throughout the United States, and he was always pleased to | 
hear the good clean-cut battles for journalistic rights.

rHE ATTORNEY-GENERAL 
SHOULD PAY 


Every credit is due to those private cifizens 
who are contributing money to make possible 
an appeal against the action of Mr. Justice Ives 
in over-riding the verdict of the jury in the 
MacMillan-Brownlee case 

The Attorney-General of Alberta is the 


party who should be paying the costs of the 
appeal out of the public funds. Not because of 
the parties who happen to be involved, nor 
because of the outcome of the trial, but be- 
cause in the settlement of this private suit the 
question has been raised as to whether or not 
we have any such thing as actual trial by jury 
in this province 

The Attorney General is in a peculiar sense 
the custodian of civil liberties. Upon him rests 
in the first instance the responsibility of pro- 
tecting those liberties, by protecting the insti- 
tutions by which those liberties were won and 
have been safeguarded 

If the ruling of Mr. Justice Ives were to go 
without appeal, it would be thereby established 
that trial by jury in Alberta means something 
less than it has been supposed to mean and 
something less than it does mean elsewhere. 
An Attorney General can have no more im- 
portant duty than to protect that fundamental 
right of a British subject. Public money was 
spent to aid Premier Brownlee in preparing his 
defence. Why not spend some money to aid in 
upholding the right of trial by jury?

And even more true is it when bank issue 
bookkeeping entries as a substitute for both 
paper currency and money of intrinsic value 

Can you conceive of anything more ridicu- 
lous than this: a government that would give to 


a bank the power to print muney and then turn 
around and exchange the 
government’ interest bearing 
bonds for that printing press 
money and to use printing 
press money of the bank for 
the purpose of meeting gov- 
ernmental expenses, with the 
result taxpayers’ wealth 
actually confiscated to pay the 
interest on such a loan? Can 
you conceive of anything 
more ridiculous than that? 
And yet in Canada that 
exactly what you do. The 
system that you are proposing 
to perpetuate under your 
banking act—the banker is given power to print 
paper money up to the value of his paid-up 
capital. Now let us see how that works out. 
Let us say a bank was incorporated for one 
million dollars capital and that capital is paid 
up. The bank then has one million dollars of 
working capital in the bank. Under our bank- 
ing act, the bank can then print another million 
dollars without any further security whatever. 
There is no gold and not a penny of security 
hehind that printing press money other than 
the paid-up capital of a million dollars. The 
bank then has $2,000,000 of working capital. 
That banker can take the printing press money 
and buy a national government bond bearing 
interest with it. But more than that, he can 
do this: I walk in to a banker and say to him, 
I want to sell a $100 bond, and I hand him my 
bond. He gives me $100 of his printing press 
money, but I do not carry money with me in 
Vancouver; I do not know whether you do 
down here or not, I stick it right back into the 
bank,. and then somebody else walks in and 
wants another bond converted into money. The 
banker says, sure. And he uses the $100 I have 
left there on deposit to buy the second bond; 
and I walk out, and my friend walks out. The 
banker then ‘has $200 worth of interest bearing 
bonds and all the money he ever started with 
and so the racket goes on. We should not mar- 
vel that bankers are rich. That is what we 
call sound money. Sound for whom?’ It is a 
credit racket, not a sound money system. Now, 
people say, why, it cannot be as soft as that. 
No? Well, unfortunately it is just that easy. 
And if you want to know how we have pyra- 
mided $9,500,000,000 of debts with $200,000,000 
in money, you will find that what I have been 
describing to you, is described by the banker 
with a specific term, he calls it the “velocity of 
circulation.” With this “velocity of circulation” 
he has put a stranglehold on humanity and you 
are writing under the grip of the dead hand of 
usury and a system that is thoroughly unsound 
for everybody but the exploiter of humanity, 
the usurer. By the Bank of Canada Act you 
propose to perpetuate that system. 

Lincoln knew this racket. He learned all 
about it because he fought the Civil War with 
printing press money. The despised and hated 
“greenback currency.” Ali the bankers in his 
day got together and they ganged up on Lin- 
coln, and if you want to know the history of 
Lincoln's fight with the bankers’ you may read 
Warshaw's Wall Street. There you will see 
how in 1862 when Lincoln started to use 
“greenback currency,” the bankers set up in 
Wall Street a gold exchange and they did play 
gold against the non gold American dollar, the 
greenback; they boosted the price of gold in 
terms of greenbacks up to $57 an ounce. Roose- 
velt is not setting any precedent in fixing the 
price of gold at $35 an ounce. The bankers 
back in 1864 got it up to $57 an ounce. Lincoln's 
proposition to finance the war by the use of 
“national currency” had been adopted in every 
national! crisis, up to that time and was again 
adopted jn the great world war crisis that came 
in 1914. We abandoned gold then; why? Why 
did we abondon gold in 1914? Because we 
knew that we could not keep the purchasing 
pewer medium of cxchange in circulation that 
was necessary to pay men and war contractors 
to finance the war, if we stayed on the gold 
standard, The volume of money that we re- 
quired was greater than the volume that the 
gold standard would permit; so to save our- 
selves in war time, just as the United States 
had to do, in the Civil war period just as Eng- 
land and Germany had to do in the Napoleonic 
wars and in every major crisis we resorted to 
the use of national credit, we abandoned gold 
but instead of using nationa) currency we bor- 
rowed bank credit in Lincoln's time just as they 
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G. G. McGeer, 
K.C, M.L.A. 
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are doing today, the usurers, known as the 
wolves of society in the New Testament, as 
the beast of the city in the days of ancient 


Rome, and as the money changers in Christ's 
time proceeded to plunder the nation by mani- 
pulating gold against the national currency. 
Lincoln added to the wisdom of the world 
by declaring 
It is peculiarly the duty of the national 


government to save the treasury from the 
payment of interest by security to the 
people a uniform national currency and a 


sound circulating medium by furnishing a 
currency as safe as their own government. 


Now, as Lincoln proceeded with his policy, 
the bankers published certain circulars at that 
time designated to assue opposition to Lincoln 
ideas; and while they were issued in 1862, these 
circulars define the policy set out in the Bank 
Act which is described as Bill 19 and now be- 
fore this committee 

The Nationa! Bankers’ circular was issued 
by James Buell, the representative of the 
Bankers’ association in the United States, and 
a copy was sent to each banker in the states 
and it reads as follows: 

Dear Sir It advisable to do all 
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Acid Fruits Overcome 
Acidity 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Acidosis is probably one of the most com- 
mon and unrecognized conditions in America 
today, yet the type of acidosis which is caused 
by eating too much of the acid-forming foods 
and not enough of the alkaline-forming kinds 


is quickly curable by a corrective diet. Diet 
is much more valuable than 
any other treatment for per- 
manently overcoming acid- 
osis, 

Many people do not un- 
derstand exactly what is 
meant by the term “acidosis.” 
They believe that this means 
that*the blood is acid. This is 
a wrong conception because 
the blood is always alkaline 
during life, and, when the 
blood is acid, death has al- 
ready occurred. During health and life the 
blood and tissues of the body are always faintly 
alkaline. The term “acidosis” then simply 
means that the body is for a time less alkaline 
than it should be. 

Whether the tissues have a greater or les- 
sened alkalinity depends on the food eaten. 
With the process of metabolism acids are pro- 
duced in the body and in order to neutralize 
these acids it is necessary to have plenty of 
alkaline elements in the blood. When these 
acids are properly neutralized by the alkaline 
elements, we preserve the balance we call 
health. When the acids are not sufficiently 
neutralized, we have the beginning of the 
trouble called “acidosis” 

Many of you probably wonder how we find 
out whether a food is acid-forming or alkaline- 
forming. When any food is oxidized in the 
body, an ash remains similar to the ash remain- 
ing when any food is burned in a fire. Those 
foods which leave an acid ash are called “acid- 
forming,” while those leaving an alkaline ash 
are called “alkaline-forming” foods. 


The trouble with most diets is that they con- 
tain too many of the acid ash foods and not 
enough of the alkaline ash foods. To correct 
this one should eat probably twice as many 
of the alkaline ash foods to balance the others. 
As far as we know it is not possible to eat too 
many alkaline-forming foods, while it is very 
easy to eat too many of the acid-forming foods. 

Whether a food is alkaline or acid does not 
depend on whether it tastes sweet or sour but 
is determined solely by the ash it leaves in the 
body after being oxidized. Most of the acid 
fruits such as the oranges and lemons are 
avoided by many people with acidosis because 
of the sour, acid taste. Yet all of the citrus 
fruits leave an alkaline ash in the body and 
are therefore alkaline-forming, and, when 
properly used, are some of the finest foods that 
can be taken for overcoming the symptoms of 
acidosis. 

Acidosis is usually followed by such symp- 
toms as headache, tiredness, gas, constipation, 
cold sores, sour stomach, paleness of the com- 
plexion, listless feeling, and lack of appetite. 
Acidosis is a serious problem in that it may be 
produced without one being aware of it. 
Acidosis is almost always found in such diseases 
as tuberculosis, rheumatism, nephritis, heart 
trouble, hardening of the arteries, high blood 
pressure, catarrh, pyorrhea, etc.

A Day in Canadian History

At the first session of the par- 
liament of Upper Canada in 
1792, the province was divided 
into districts, the Western District 
consisting of not only the present 


counties of Kent, Essex and 
Lambton, but all the territory 
that lay to the north up to the 


boundary line of Hudson Bay, 
south to the Ohio and west to the 
Mississippi. In 1793 it was 
ordered that the courts of quarter 
sessions for the Western District 
should be held at Detroit. This 
continued until 1796 when the 
court was removed to Sandwich 
by virtue of the “Exodus Act,” 
passed June 3, 1796; and it is in- 
teresting to note that the books 
of all land titles prior to the 
change remained at Sandwich 


‘ until about 1870 when they were

transferred to the registry office 
at Detroit. 

Those residents of Detroit who 
preferred to remain British cross- 
ed to Sandwich and Amherst- 
burg, the present site of the city 
of Windsor being “The Ferry” be- 
cause it was there that the river 
was crossed to and from Detroit. 
If Simcoe had had his way Wind- 
sor would have had a fort, but he 
was overruled and the troops 
went to Fort Malden (Ambherst- 
burg) and the ships to Chatham 

Detroit was again British from 
that August day in 1812 when it 
was captured by General Isaac 
Brock and his raw militia and re- 
mained British until it was 
handed back by virtue of the 
treaty of peace in 1814 

One curious thing about De- 
troit, which is not known to 
many people in other parts of 
Canada, is that it lies north of 
Windsor and accordéngly people 
in Detroit who want to go to 
Windsor have to travel south!

SEEKING RAILWAY 
AMALGAMATION 

All those who do not wish to 
see a merger of the Canadian Na- 
tional Railway with the Canadian 
Pacific, with the latter in con- 
trol, must awaken to the fact that 
there is now under way a vigor- 
ous and widespread campaign in 
faver of such a merger. Mr. E. 
W. Beatty, president of the Cana- 
dian Pacific, is leading that cam- 
paign, which seems to make 
arfalgamation a great issue in 
the country and to turn public 
toward the plan which 
he has been advocating. It is, 
we are confident, a futile at- 
tempt, but with the whole Cana- 
dian Pacific organization and the 
friends of that railway behind a 
determined effort to secure @ 
merger, it becomes very neces- 
sary for those who are opposed 
to such a course to assert them- 
selves. And it is also necessary 
to note the views expressed by 
newspapers and by public men. 
This the Free Press intends to do 

Reference has been made in 
these columns to Mr, Beatty's 
speech-making campaigns But 
it was not known when those 
speeches were being broadcast 
and when, more recently, the 
proposal! to amalgamate the ex- 
press and telegraph services of 
the two railways was placed be- 
fore Parliament, that emissaries 
of the Canadian Pacific were 
busily engaged in the country 
trying to obtain, from various 
local bodies, expressions in favor 
of amalgamation—and that devi- 
ous methods were being followed 
in this attempt. 

The Free Press has just made 
public the effort of a former of- 
ficial of the Canadian Pacific, 
well known in rural parts of 
Western Canada, to secure a reso- 
lution from the council of the 
Rural Municipality of Whitehead, 
in Manitoba, and his assertion 
thet similar resolutions favoring 
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amalgamation has been passed by 
a number of town councils and 
boards of trade in Alberta be- 
tween April 2 and June 16, of 
this year. This propagandist 
stresses, as Mr, Beatty does, the 
weight of taxation upon the Can- 
adian people and suggests that a 
good deal of this is due to the 
Canadian National deficits —al- 
though those deficits are not paid 
for out of taxes, the money be- 
ing borrowed. It is also blandly 
suggested that the merger would 
be “for the purpose of operation 
and administration only, without 


change of ownership of either 
properties,” although everyone 
knows that, under the plan of 


joint management, there would 
be a physical amalgamation of 
the two railways which could 
never be separated again. And 
the statement has been made that 
both Mr. Bennett and Mr. King 
are in favor of amalgamation 
The Free Press has obtained from 
My. King an emphatic denial, and 
Mr. Bennett's declaration, “Amal- 
gamation never, competition 
ever,” is still remembered by the 
country, 

By such methods, the attempt 
is being made to entice the West, 
which is known to be strongly 
opposed to a railway merger, to 
change its mind 

The wide campaign for merg- 
ing the railways is being pressed 
at a time when the traffic and 
earnings of both systems show a 
very satisfactory inerease over 
last year. 

The chief argument of all the 
propagandists ix that amalgama- 
tion is needed for the benefit of 
the taxpayers. But it is obvious 
that those behind the campaign 
are looking to the benefit of the 
stockholders and bondholders of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway. 

To the public, the vital ques- 
tion is the effect upon the trans- 
portation service and other in- 
terests of the country of a tower- 
ing railway monopoly under pri- 
vate control, instead of the com- 
petition of two strong systems.-—

tariff! show that the Government leaders who have been telling 
the British people that the tariff was a trade salvation were 
merely orating to keep their courage up. The actual results are 
alarming.

These figures, which show that British trade is being under- 
mined, are as follows 


“The returns of United Kingdom imports and exports 
during the month of May show increases over the April totals 
and also over those of the corresponding month of last year. 
Imports were valued at £61,727,000 and exports at £32,759,- 
000, so that the former accounted for 65.3 per cent in value 
of the overseas trade, Exports, compared with those of May, 
1933, were’ nearly £2,000,000 better, but the adverse trade 
balance for the first five months of the year cannot be re- 
garded as satisfactory, seeing that the imports exceeded ex- | 
ports by nearly £119,000,000, the position being about | 
£ 8,000,000 worse than a year ago. It is true that exports of 
British produce and manufactures are £ 7,600,000 better than 
at the same date in 1933, but this improvement is discounted | 
by the fact that imports of wholly or mainly manufactured | 
foreign goods are £11,000,000 more. The bright spot in our 
overseas trade is an increase in the imports of raw materials, 
amounting to £22,000,000. This implies greater industrial 
activity, which up to the present, however, is not reflected 
by any substantial improvement in the exports of manufac- 
tures. With regard to imports, grain and flour at 16,773,000 
cewt. were quite up to the 1933 average, when the total for the 
year was 205 million cwt. Meat imports during May dropped 
from 2,892,000 cwt, last year to 2,731,000 ewt. this year and 
sugar from 4,481,000 to 3,383,000 cwt. The situation in the 
cotton industry as indicated by imports of raw material and 
exports of manufactures is interesting, as the former increased 
while the latter declined. Imports are returned at 1,029,000 
centals, against 952,300 in May last year, an increase which 
followed the tendency of the three years 1931-33. The exports | 
last year, however, were only £ 48,856,000, against £52,427,000 
in 1932, while the shipments of yarn and piece goods in May 
last were £3,193,000, compared with £3,474,000 a year ago. | 
Coal experts during the month were 3,648,000 tons, or 22,000 
tons less than last year
